Law More Drastic Than Any 


on Statute Books, Now 


Pending 


.. 
(Special to.The Sun) 


BOSTON, May 3.—A drastic flre pre- 


vention law, much' more'- far-reaching 
than that now on the statute boofcs of 
thin state, has been .drafted and rec- 
ommended by the committees on nubile 
saloty, and Is now pending before the 
ways and means committee. 


It strikes out all of the present law 


and proposes to substitute therefor a 
now statute of 25 pages and CO sec- 
tions, under which the state rtre mar- 
shal would have hoard powers not only 
to prevent condition^ whicn might re- 
sult in lire, but also to Investigate anJ 
prcsccute eases In which arson was 
suspected.
